The 
grants to Roman Catholic institutions, and the apprehension that 
the money of the country will be applied to the education of the 
Roman Catholic laity equally with the Protestant people of Great 
Britain, furnishes a pretext for the “ No Popery ” ery which has 
resounded through the city to the detriment of Lord John Russell. 
“THe HEALTH oF THE PEOPLE” will not be welcome to the 


friends of Lord Morpeth; “A Free Trane in Gorn” will be an 
unanswerable appeal’ to the people of Tamworth against Sir Ro- 
bert Peel; “ No Poor Law Untons ” will answer its purpose in 
many districts; and “ No Monopoiies ” everywhere, 

It does not follow because the last session of Parliament did 


little that there is little to do. Every hour brings a new claim 
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upon legislatorial sympathy ; and before the next Queen’s speech 
is made, work enough will have been cut out for the House of 
Commons to keep it actively and conscientiously employed until 
the autumn of 1848, The Railway Bill has been withdrawn, but 
it must come forward again ; Ireland will likewise, as usual, levy 
a beavy contribution upon time; and if we are not blessed with 
an abundant harvest, and spared the visitation of, the aphis 
vastator, the condition of our own agricultural districts must come 
under very serious consideration. ‘Then there are the navigation 
laws to discuss, a subject of vast importance to the continuance 
of the naval supremacy of Great Britain ; for, as a pamphlet be- 
fore us expresses it, “we can eat, foreign corn and wear foreign 
cloth, yet we cannot defend this country with foreign sailors,” 
The cotton trade of England must likewise engage discussion, for 
under the pressure of the East India land tax and the India 
salt monopoly, we stand in great peril of being left dependent 
upon Egypt and the United States for the food of our Lancashire 
mills, the staple of much of our own clothing. In fact, if electors 
will shake off the lethargy which it is said oppresses them, and 
look around with a scrutinising eye, they will find a hundred 
subjects each of sufficient national weight to justify a pause before 
they hastily trust the duty of representing them to incompetent 
hands. But we fear that the day is not yet come when the free 
and independent voters of Great Britain will, as a body, look 
further than the hand which offers them the handsomest bribe. 
Since the middle of the last century we have made many alter- 
ations in the cut of our coats and the formation of our hats; the 
clumsy coaches of our ancestors have been changed into lighter 
vehicles, and we have made wonderful strides in the art of con- 
cealing our “small vices;’’ but in the essentials of an election-— 
in the broad features which exhibit the preponderance of the 
auri sacra fames over the dictates of pure patriotism — we appre- 
hend but little advance has been made since the days of Hogarth, 
The rough {picture he dared to draw of the rival attempts upon 
the cupidity of the rustic is only passé in its physique, not in its 
morale, The highest bidder is still the buyer; and when we 
hear that the people are supine as to the result of an election, we 
can only suppose that all reflections upon the merit of a candidate 
have merged into considerations upon the length of his purse, or 
the extent of his local influence. ‘This of itself is an evil that will 
crave early remedy; and if the honest part of the holders of the 
franchise are really at a loss for a grievance on which to found a 
promise from their suppliants, let them destroy the dishonest 
section of the constituency by asking him to vote for “No 
corruption.” And in exacting this promise let them be precise 
in their definition of the phrase. There are more ways to a dis- 
honest triumph than one, Coalitions are but schemes for cheat- 
ing the constituency into the election of a man to whom the 
majority are not favourable, and the coercion employed by 
landlords and masters is as terrible an enemy to the free 
exercise of the franchise as the active circulation of the 
current coin of the realm. We have seen it stated in one of the 
country papers that a great master-manufacturer, having himself 
withdrawn from Parliament, and feeling no particular interest 
about his successor, leaves his work-people free to vote as they 
may think proper; thus unconsciously proclaiming to the world, 
cither that hitherto they have obeyed his signal, or that he consi- 
ders he possesses the power to influence their determination, 
The exposures arising out of the disputes of the Berkeley family 
exhibited another phase of corruption ; and a letter in the “ Times” 
of last week, describing a London banker as refusing accommoda- 
tion to one who had voted against his party on a previous elec- 
tion, caps the catalogue of the impediments which exist to a free 
and honest exercise of one of the noblest privileges we enjoy. 
Let “ No Conrurrion” then, we say emphatically, be the motto 
alike of Elector and of Candidate, for the sweets that float upon 


the surface of the cup are no compensation for the bitterness of 
the body and the dregs.

Wiyetann Sprarrs.—It appears from a return issued by order of 
the House of Commons, that during the year ending January 5, 1847, 
there were imported into this country 7,711,309 gallons of foreign 
wine, duty having been paid on 6,974,899 gallons thereof, The 
quantities exported were 1,548,297 gallons, and 6,740,316 gallons 
were retained for home consumption, after deducting the amount 
exported subsequently to the payment of duty, On the 5th January 
last there remained in the warchouse under bond in the United 
Kingdom, 5,310,148 gallons, of which 2,739,053 gallons were at 
London,

Iraty, June 29,—Government has just taken energetic measures 
against the Calabrian banditti, the number of whom, according to the 
latest news from Cosenza and its vicinity, is considerably increased. 
The gendarmes and some battalions of light infantry have been sent 
from Nocera to the most important points. 

“XPLOSION AND Fine. — On Monday afternoon, a spacious lofty 
building at Wandsworth, termed the new distillery, was found to be 
wrapped in one broad sheet of flame, and for some time it was feared 
that the work of destruction would extend throughout the whole 
range of buildings. ‘Three engines belonging to the premises were 
immediately drawn out and set to work; these were followed by 
several brigade engines, and, with the aid of plenty of water that was 
procured from the tanks on the premises, the fire shortly afterwards 
was subdued. The damage done is of a very serious character, for 
the building in which the fire commenced is partially burned down, 
The cause cf the disaster has been traced to the escape of hydrogen 
gas from the main hole, which, as soon as it came in contact with the 
furnace, exploded with a noise resembling the discharge of cannon, 
blowing part of the roof and sides of the premises out, and displacing 
the apparatus. Fortunately no one was injured. $ 

AFFLICTING Suicine.—On Monday, Mr. Bedford held an inquest 
at St. George's Hospital, on the body of William Murch, a foreman 
of carpenters in the employ of Mr, Wyatt, the architect. For seve- 
ral days past the deceased’s manner was wild and disordered; on the 
14th inst., the deceased was discovered at No. 34. Gloucester Square, 
lying across the doorway of a closet in the front hall, ina pool of 
blood, having inflicted a deep incision in his throat with a penknife, 
dividing the carotid artery and jugular vein. He was conveyed to 
the above hospital, and for several days he appeared going on favour- 
ably, but on the 22d the wound burst out afresh, and he expired the 
same night, Verdict, * Temporary insanity.” 

Tue Murverous Arrack in Mirre Court.—Bradley, the letter- 
carrier, is not likely to recover his reasoning faculties from the effects 
of the blow he received upon his head. ‘The opinion of the Post 
Office authorities is, that a discarded bank clerk, or post-office clerk, 
was privy to the evidently preconcerted attack upon Bradley, from 
the fact that no other person could have known the contents of the 
bag Bradley carried.

FOREIGN. 


France, — The court of peers was engaged on Friday, the 23d 
inst., with the trial of M, Pellapra for his share in corrupting M. 
Teste, T'his inquiry lost all interest from the result of the preced- 
ing trials. ‘The facts being already established, and not contested by 
the accused, the same sentence was pronounced as against MM. Cu- 
bières and Parmentier—ten thousand francs fine, and loss of civil 
rights, which was paid the next day, and the prisoner was imme- 
diately liberated. 

A despatch has been received in Paris, from the maritime prefect 
of htochefort, announcing that on the 21st the buildings of the work- 
shop and storehouse of the artifices (rockets, cartridges, &c.) at the 
extremity of the arsenal, from which they. were separated by a canal, 
were destroyed by an explosion, ‘I'here werejin the workshop, at the 
moment of the explosion, one maitre artificier, five civils laboureurs, 
thirteen naval gunners, one soldier of the! 'third company of work- 
men of marine artillery, one distributor, and one clerk; total twenty- 
two, ‘Two of the gunners, one: of: the civil workmen, the artillery 
workman, the distributor, and the'clérk were spared. Thirteen dead 
bodies were conveyed to the hospital, and three wounded persons, 
of whom one died an hour afterwards. ‘The fire that followed the 
explosion was got under in three hours. ‘I'he loss is limited to the 
workshop and storehouse, and their immediate vicinity. ‘Ihe explo- 
sion is attributed to imprudence, 

On Sunday Jast, the King and Queen of the French, and most of 
the members of their family, as well as the King and Queen of the 
Belgians, proceeded to Malmaison, and complimented their worth 
kinswoman, Queen Maria Christina. on the occasion of her féte, 
King Leopold and his consort left Paris on the following day, on 
their return to Brussels, 

The responsible editor of the “Independent de l'Ouest” was 
brought to trial three days ago before the Court of Assizes of 
Mayenne, for publishing ‘an extract from a letter of Junius, and 
another extract from the speech of Wyndham, representing the King 
of England as avaricious, as allowing the nation to be insulted by 
foreign countries, as ruining the people, &c, The public prosecutor 
contended that these extracts, which in some respects were falsified, 
were clearly intended to apply to Louis Philippe, but the jury re- 
turned a verdict of acquittal. 

Spain. — Our accounts from Madrid are of the 20th inst. Ge. 
neral Ros de Olano had been invested with the government of the 
palace of San Ildefonso during the residence of the Queen at La 
Granja. It appears that the King, on arriving in Madrid, insisted 
on being furnished with a copy of the royal decree, which furbade 
his taking up his residence in the palace, and that General Cordova 
having complied with his desire, he returned in the evening to the 
Pardo. The “ Gazette” publishes a despatch from the captain-ge- 
neral of Burgos, announcing that the Carlist band, commanded by 
EIl Estudiante, was overtaken by the Queen’s troops on the 17th and 
18th, and completely dispersed, 

The triumph of the Progressistas in the elections for the provincial 
deputation of Madrid has been very great. In the district of the 
Prado the Progresista candidate obtained 160 votes over the Mode- 
rado, who had only 23; in Vestillas, 84 votes over the Moderado; in 
Maravillas, 102 against 65; in Lavapies, 110 against 41; in Bac- 
quillo, a majority of 24 votes. In the district of El Roi, the Pro- 
gresistas lost by two votes. Such is the result of the non-interference 
of the government in the elections. 

Poxrucar, — The pacification of the country had been completed, 
but in appearance more than in reality. ‘lhe Spanish troops would 
retire immediately from the entire of Portugal, with the exception 
of two brigades which would remain at Oporto till the close of the 
two months assigned by the protocol. Concha and thirty officers 
had arrived at Lisbon from Oporto to pay their respects to the 
Queen, and been received with great distinction. 

An expedition of Inglish and French steamers had been sent to 
Madeira’ and the Azores to require their submission; and our fine 
steamer the ‘Terrible had been despatched to Angola to bring back 
the prisoners of ‘Torres Vedras, Marshal Saldanha was at Braga, 
establishing order in the northern provinces. ‘The Queen’s govern- 
ment has ordered the forts and batteries of Oporto to be dismantled, 
and the artillery and munitions of wav are about being shipped to 
Lisbon. 

Ausrria.—Prince Metternich has just given a most splendid 
soiree, at which Mr, Cobden had the honour of being introduced to 
the prince by Lord Ponsonby. Prince Metternich had a long con- 
versation with Mr, Cobden, who has met with a very distinguished 
reception here, Itis affirmed that the views in regard to the Duke 
of Holstein Augustenburg and Sleswig Holstein are by no means 
approved of by the King of Hanover. 

FRANKFORT. — Baron Anselm von Rothschild has commenced a 
journey to Tunis and Egypt. This is by no means merely a tour of 
pleasure, but is stated to have reference to some solid and extensive 
financial measures in those countries. The journey of Baron An- 
selm is said to be in connection with the issue of Tunis bonds, It 
appears, in fact, that the House of Rothschild is extending its acti- 
vity on an immense scale in the whole of the East. A son of Baron 
Charles was lately at Constantinople, whence he returned to this 
city. The object of his mission to the Turkish capital is said to 
have been obtaining the right of farming the copper mines in Lesser 
naa the opening of the sitting of the Second Chamber 
of the States General, on the 22d, the president informed the assem- 
bly that the committee of reporters had terminated their work on the 
proposition of Mr. Hoffman, on the subject of the Dutch- Belgian 
treaty. P A 

Paussta, — The proceedings in the Iate Dict have the promise of 
Producing important consequences. Among the foremost, we are

FRANKFORT-ON-THE- MAINE, —Prince Tschernitschef, the Russian 
minister of war, has arrived in this city, having received leave of ab- 
sence for a tour, in order to recruit his health, As the prince, how- 
ever, has every appearance of enjoying excellent health, it is sur- 
mised that some displeasure on the part of hisimperial and imperious 
master, a displeasure caused by recent reverses in the Caucasus, has 
something to do with the minister's journey, 3 

Prussia. — The government intends to propose several changes in 
the tariff of the customs’ union (Zollverein) which are calculated to 
bring itzback in some measure to the principles of free trade, for the 
development of which it was originally designed. The duties on 
such manufactures as are 100 solidly established to fear competition 
will be reduced ; but, on the other hand, that the imposts on foreign 
articles, whose consumption may endanger the German manufac- 
turers, will be raised, the duties on those colonial goods which can- 
not be considered as exclusively articles of luxury are to be dimi- 
nished. We doubt whether such changes as these will satisfy the 
expectations or views entertained by the influential advocates of free- 
dom of commercial intercourse, They Stop far short of the hopes 
and desires so loudly expressed in the Jate Prussian diet. 

SWITZERLAND. — Lhe unpopularity of the French in Switzerland 
caused by the menacing notes of their FOovernment, is illustrated by 
the following incident. The French ambassador thus writes to the 
president of the council of Berne; —

authorise any measures of discipline to be taken relative to its members in mat- 
ters which concerned their private life.

THE CURRENCY. 


To the Editor of the “ Pictorial Times.” 


S1r,—Gold is our standard ; silver isthe French, Will you be kind 
enough to state the difference in effect between the use of the differen t 
metals? There can be, as far as you have shown, or any body can 
show, no purpose except the obvious one of defrauding the annuitant in 
any alteration; the change toa silver currency would do no harm. The 
days of bank restriction were peculiar, when foreign relations were 
interrupted, and the national creditors lent money on the pledge of 
restoration to a sound currency from Pitt and, others the moment 
It Could take place, they lent on that contract and understanding, and 
their terms were calculated accordingly. ‘The bank restriction was 
resorted to for the salvation of all property from the clutches of Na. 
poleon. uring the restriction aud the one pound note currency, it 
was merely the faith we had in each other, that is, confidence in the 
national honesty, that preserved our paper from the present fate of 
the Portuguese, It would be far more candid to say to the national 
creditor, we are bound to give you three-fourths of an ounce of zold 
per cent. ; we will only in future give you half an ounce. That 
would be better than inconvertible paper, for soon paper alone can 
only produce what your tradesman or merchant, home or foreign, 
pleases to allow forit. But the relative position of the nations of 
Europe is now so different from the days of Napoleon, when no legi- 
timate commerce existed, that probably inconvertible paper could 
not long issue at all. Forgeries would soon stop banks issuing one 
pound notes, They broke several before, and Providence will per- 
haps frustrate the designs of those dishonest people who desire now 
to make a temporary harvest out of the ruin of the harmless creditor. 
Railroad debentures and bonds borrowed last year in gold, might in 
two years be made dischargeable at half price, by allowing every man 
to become his own coiner, The great bulk of the national debt is 
held by strictly poor people, not paupers, who throw themselves by 
choice into idleness — not poor people who have saved hard, and 
these are they who would be most oppressed, or by single ladies just 


able to maintain a decent existence. Silver standard and dollars 
issued to a great extent might do no harm; but I am in hope it would 
be impossible, during peace with the continent, to keep a one pound 
note in circulation, even if forgery did not prevent it.

Being desirous of acting with all fairness, we freely give inser- 
tion to the ahove letter, although the imputation of motives, we 
could indignantly repudiate, might justify an omission of it alto- 
gether. We reply as briefly as possible to the questions asked, 
and to the imputations made. Objections may be stated in few 
words, while justification requires more. ; 

Gold of the weight of one hundred and twenty-three grains, at 
the rate of three pounds seventeen shillings and tenpence halfpenny 
per ounce, Constitutes the present professed standard of a pound 
in our currency ; but we protest against its injustice towards those 
who have to adapt the prices at which they sell the productions of 
labour to it. We deny that this was the standard of this country 
in 1797, when the Bank Restriction Act was passed; at that time 
silver was a legal tender to any amount not exceeding twenty-five 
pounds in tale, and to any amount in silver bullion at five shillings 
and twopence per ounce. ‘This was the ease from 1774 to 1798, 
when for a year or more silyer became the legal tender by tale to 
any amount; and this silver, be it remembered, depreciated—de. 
preciated before 1797—being worn, clipped, and beaten out—there- 
fore varying from our present standard from twenty to twenty- 
five per cent. This was the currency in which the portion of the 
national debt, namely about three hundred millions, was payable 
to the public creditors at the commencement of the Bank Restric- 
tion Act. 

It was from this depreciated currency, still more deviating from 
the Mint price of gold by the issue of Bank of England paper 
amounting to twenty-four millions annually, and some twenty 
millions of Exchequer bills, besides country bank notes of nearly 
equal amount, that our correspondent so earnestly contends the 
five hundred millions of public debt created subsequently to 1797, 
was justifiably rendered payable in solid gold, of Mint weight and 
fineness, by the wicked acts of 1816 and 1819. SAM 

In the year 1810 or 1811—we speak from recollection—it will 
be found that a vote passed the House of Commons, declaring 
that there was no depreciation of the currency, but that a 
pound note and a shilling were equivalent to a guinea. In the 
latter year an Act passed the legislature, in which the Spanish 
dollar, intrinsically worth four shillings and twopence, was adopted 
in our currency, having been impressed with the Mint stamp, at five 
shillings and sixpence, an advance of full thirty per cent. ; and 
in the face of this the bullionists, in alvocating the bill of 1819, 
declared that an adoption of their views would only involve a dif- 
ference of three or four per ceat. A mistake of this magnitude, 
to describe it by no other name, surely demands revision. When 
our correspondent expresses an opinion that dollars now issued to 
4 great extent would do no harm, he means, no doubt, dollars at 
the present Mint Price of four shillings and twopence for the 
Spanish coin. But perhaps the difference between gold and silver 
coinage in our Currency is not known; any of our readers who 
will consult a Pamphlet written by Mr. Virgo at the time the 
Bank Charter Bill was passing in 1844, will find a very material 

. . o . . 
difference in this respect — one that might render the bullionist 
little disposed to alter the terms of his bond. j 
_ It was by an act fraudulently passed in 1816, fraudulently in 
its promoters we say deliberately, because, after the war was over, 
and after five hundred millions of the debt had been contracted 
in what is called a depreciated currency, of still greater extent — 
gold, at the present mint price, was constituted our sole standard 
of value. This, with the fact kor the country of the debasement 
ofthe legal tender coin before 1797—of the fact that, in 1811, the 
Spanish dollar, worth four shillings and twopence, ranged in our 
currency at five shillings and sixpence. This was the prepara- 
tory step in the Oppression of the industrious classes, against 
which We protest ; it was confirmed and brought into actual ope- 
ration by means of the actof 1819. It was relaxed in 1822, when 
it had struck down Prices so alarmingly as to cause the interfer- 
ence of Parliament ; again it was relaxed in 1826, because its re- 
newed operation had produced the tremendous panic at the close 
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ration by a vote of the legislature in 1829, The great mischief 
of tampering with the currency was, however, most manifested 
in 1825, 

Keeping steadily in view that a rise in the value of money pros 
Portionately diminishes the prices of productions, and conse» 
quently the remuneration of industry, the effect of the change 
then accomplished, substituting, as it did, a gold convertible cur- 
rency in place of an expansive paper one, can be calculated 
by the measure of profit in the fair operations of business any 
producer in the United Kingdom could obtain, compared with 
years previous to 1825. Its effect can be seen in the ruined for- 


tunes of men engaged in business, in the depressed condition of 
our artisans and labourers; a more gross wrong committed upon 
debtors, public or private, never was attempted in any com- 
munity. 


Our correspondent deprecates the effect of the return to a just 


currency upon the annuitants, forgetting that by the operations 
we have described, and looking to the terms at which advances 
were made to government, and the depreciated state, as it is 
termed, of the currency, the principal advanced was not only 
doubled, but nearly trebled, and that the Juture national industry 
had become mortgaged for this increase, Well may our corre- 
spondent admit that a sound currency should be restored, ‘ when 
it could take place ;” but we ask, could Mr. Pitt, or any human 
being, have contemplated such an extension of the public debt ? 
such an enormous burthen for an industrious people to have im- 
posed upon them, as the*realising of the debt at the mint price of 
gold would involve? The notion is absolutely preposterous. There 
is little more gold ia the kingdom than would discharge the an- 


nual interest, to say nothing of our immense transactions of trade 
and agriculture. 


We tell our bullion advocate that it is precisely because we 


wish the national faith to be preserved that we are anxious, until 
the five hundred millions created between the years 1797 and 
1815 be paid off, that such a currency should exist as any just and 
comparatively disinterested men in parliament, looking at all the 
circumstances of the case, should determine; a currency some- 
what nearer the level at which that portion of the debt was con- 
tracted; and because we object to a reduction of the interest, 
which we hold to be oppressive to the annuitants, whether “ single 
ladies” or married. We would remind our correspondent that 
for about fifteen years, up to 1822, and before the change we 
Oppose came into effect, there was an operation of this kind going 
on, which, if it had proceeded without the alterations in the cur- 
rency effected in 1819, would have gone far to have discharged 
that portion of the national debt. 


If the present objector had really read our articles from time to 
time, he would have been disposed to view the question from the 


other side, and instead of dwelling so much on a depreciation of 


the currency between 1797 and 1819, he would have seen the 
operation in the light rather of the appreciation of gold in common 


with all other commodities in our then existing currency; he 


would have seen this to have been a just adaptation of the cur- 
rency to the immense taxation of the nation, which required prices 
to expand so as to include its addition to those prices. Had our 
correspondent studied what we have written upon the subject, he 
would have seen that we had a far higher and more honourable 
purpose in view than that he ascribes to us; that, in fact, we were 
earnestly endeavouring to avoid the national disgrace of repudia- 
tion by a future generation, who, if this debt be handed down to 
them unreduced by the generation that contracted it in one scale 


of currency, leaving them so generously to pay it otf in a cur. 


rency appreciated to a degree unknown and uncontemplated by . 


those who contracted it, may be induced to view the three hun- 
dred thousand of fundholders comparatively with the millions 


upon millions of over-wrought and half starved artizans and la- 
bourers, who by the concerted money juggle of 1816, 1819, and 
1844 were called upon to endure so large a portion of the tax- 
ation which it was not intended by the legislature they should 
bear, and which they are now compelled to pay under a sort of 
legerdemain practised in those fatal years. 

With regard to one pound notes being unsuited to circulation, 
and being subject to forgery during the time of peace, we adduce 
the facts as they appear between 1815 and 1829. We defy our 
correspondent to show that we have advocated irresponsible issues 
by provincial bankers; and on the matter of Railways we refer 
him to the very large depreciation effected by the contraction of 
the existing currency in that most beneficial property, and to the 
suspension it has occasioned of many useful works that were pro- 


jected. 


We have used the Opportunity afforded us by our correspondent 
to go thus at length into the objections he has advanced, because 
we apprehend the opinions are not uncommon among a class; and 
we deem it desirable, in the midst of a general election, that our 
readers should be armed at all points, and be prepared, where it is 
not too late, to do their duty by urging upon candidates for their 
suffrage the absolute necessity of early parliamentary inquiry into 
the effects of our existing monetary system, If the present oppor- 
tunity be lost, it may not be regained within the ensuing seven 
years. We say to one and all, fail not to demand pledges to 


this extent at least.

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GENERAL ELECTION. 


Ciry or Lonpon.—The nomination of candidates for the city of 
London took place on Wednesday, at Guildhall. At eleven, the 
sheriffs (Mr. Alderman Challis and Mr. Kennard) made their ap- 
pearance on the hustings, attended by the under-sheriffs and the other 
officials. Mr, Payne, the coroner, Mr. Masterman, and Mr, Bevan 
arrived early, and were warmly received by their friends. Lord 
John Russell and the other candidates did not make their appearance 
until after the preliminary proceedings had commenced; they were 
severally greeted with loud cheers by their respective adherents. 

The act for preventing bribery having been read, the doors were 
thrown open, and the immense hall was soon filled by one of the most 
noisy and impartial audiences that ever assembled, their ‘* sweet 
voices” rendering the whole of the speakers completely inaudible 
except to those persons by whom they were immediately surrounded, 
After a few observations from Mr, Alderman Challis, Lord John 
Russell was proposed by Jones Lloyd, Esq., and seconded by W. 
Hawes, Esq. ‘Thos. Baring, Esq., seconded by Russell Ellice, 
Esq., proposed John Masterman, Esq., as a fit and proper person to 
represent the electors in Parliament. Mr. H. Prescott nominated 
James Pattison, Esq., who was seconded by John Dillon, Esq. J. 
W. Freshtield, Esq., was nominated by Thos. Wilson, Esq., and 
seconded by Sir Chapman Marshall. ‘Thos. Hankey, jun., proposed 
Sir G. Larpent, seconded by W. J. Hali, Esq. “Horsley Palmer 
proposed Mr, Alderman Johnson, seconded by Mr. Deputy Brown, 
Baron L. N. Rothschild was proposed by P} A. Taylor, Esq., and 
seconded by J. ‘I’, Travers, Esq. Abel Smith, Esq., proposed, and 
Jobn Bradbury, Esq., seconded the nomination of R. L. Bevan, 
Esq. J. P. Neeles, Esq., proposed W. Payne, aq., which was 
seconded by James Meller, Esq. 

Lord John Russell then presented himself and said — Electors of 
the city of London, I am here before you in fulfilment of a promise, 
for it shall not be said that I was ashamed to appear before you. 1l 
come before you to ask whether L am worthy of again soliciting your 
suffrages, and of being your representative in Parliament (cheers), 
Gentlemen, when on a former occasion, six years ago, I solicited 
your suffrages, I had to contend with those who stood bv the prin- 
ciple of protection to native industry. I said to them, You ma 
depend upon it that the principle of free trade cannot be muc 
longer excluded from the article of corn; the whole system will soon 
become so odious that it must break down” (loud cheers). Gentle- 
men, I find these predictions verified and contirmed in the first place 
by the event, in the next by the recent address of the Right Hon, 
Sir Robert Peel to his constituents; in which he declares that, after 
the great changes in the year 1842, the corn laws became so odious 
that they could not any longer be maintained. Gentlemen, with 
respect to other questions, I will not now detain you long, I will 

only say one word with respect to those who oppose us. ‘hore who 
Taise an alarm for Protestantism endeavour to ‘righten you with vain 
terrors; but while we support Protestantism, let us not altogether 
Overlook or neglect Christianity. If the great body of Dissenters 
Came to me and complain of any grievance or any hardship under 
which they unjustly suffer, [£ will use my best endeavours to relieve 
them from it; but if they come to me, and ask me to abstain from 
promoting the progress of education, I shall say to them that I can- 
not abstain, because | think the education of the people is connected 
with the civil and religious liberties of the people, and by that cause 
I mean to adhere, 1 will conclude what L have to say to you by 
declaring that, as a minister of the crown, I am not ashamed of facing 
again a great body of my feilow-subjects, and that I shall ccntinue 
to esteem it one of the highest honours if by your suffrages I am 
again elected as your representative in Parliament. 

Mr. Masterman next presented himself, He said — Electors, I 
look forward with ardent hopes of a renewal of your confidence, 
Gentlemen, the principles upon which L solicited your suffrages in 
1841 were those of a Conservative, and to which I adhere at the pre- 
sent moment, under the firm conviction that a government ad- 
ministered upon those principles is most likely to conduce to the ge- 
neral welfare of the people. Iam warmly attached to our Protestant 
Church, and am prepared to resist any further endowments to the 
Roman Catholics. I am a supporter of the many valuable im- 
portant public institutions of this country, but at the same time am 
ready, where abuses may have crept into their management, to lend a 
helping hand for their improvement, but not for their destruction, 
The poor law, so frequently alluded to, I have no hesitation in 
Saying my future endeavour will be to join in promoting any 
amelioration that may be brought under the’ consideration of parlia- 
ment. ‘lhe currency question is one in which I feel a deep interest, 
and strongly object to the restrictive regulacions in the Bank Charter 
Bill, considering there should bea power of expanding the circu- 
lation in times cf pressure under proper regulations, and believing 
the inconvenience Jately suffered by the commercial community 
arose entirely from there being no such power. ‘The navigation laws 
I consider are so mixed up, not only with the commercial interests, 
that L should feel very jealous of altering their provisions. As to 
prtom, my wish is to levy those burdens in a manner to lean as 
ightly ag passible upon the middling and lower classes, considering 
they should fall most heavily upon those who have income from re- 
alised property. Gentlemen, if re-elected to the honourable situ- 
ation to which I aşpire, it will be my constant endeavour to deserve 
a continuance of yaur cpnfidence, by promoting those measures 
which appear to be most likely to conduce to the general welfare of 
the country, and the important interests of this great city. 

Mr, Pattison (amid the deafening noisefthat prevailed) was under- 
stood to say that if he were again elected as their representative he 
should continue to stick to his principles, and would never flinch 
from them, He had voted for triennial parliaments and an increase 
of the suffrage. He trusted that they would return him again to 
parliament, and thereby afford him the opportunity of assisting in 
the working out of those principles. 

Mr, Freshfield reviewed his parliamentary career in four parlia- 
ments, as the best recommendation he could offer to the electors, 
He professed himself a Conservative, and if he had felt it right to 
oppose great changes in the constitution or commercial policy of the 
state, now that these had become a portion of the laws, he was 
willing to give them a fair and liberal trial. He also said, it is my 
determination to resist any further concessions to the Roman Catho- 
lics, whether in the endowment of their clergy, in grants to May- 
nooth, or in any other form, J repeat, also, my opinion that the 
income tax, if renewed, ought to be modified to bear more justly 
upon life income, and to income for a limited period, or dependent 
upon health, as in the case of professional men, and, asin Mr, Pitt's 
Bill, to relieve persons of small income, and with families. I am 
desirous of seeing the whole, or a considerable part, of the window 
tax repealed, and a considerable relaxation of several obnoxious parts 
of the poor law, 1 should be desirous of having the currency ques- 
tion considered, that it may be ascertained, taking into account the 
late pressure and the extravagant valne of money, how far the re- 
strictiong in what is termed the Bank Charter are consistent with the 
national interest; and I am unwilling to contemplate any change in 
the principle of the navigation laws, although I should cordially 
adapt it to improvements in the progress of commerce. Gentlemen, 
if l have the honour to become one of your representatives, to these, 
and to every other subject affecting the interes: of the city of Lon- 
don, and of the country at large, I will give my honest and unpreju- 
diced consideration. 

Sir George Larpent next assayed to address the electors, but was 
for a considerable time unable to obtain a hearing. He said he could 
not boast of any services rendered to them, but he presented himself 
there as one of themselves, and identificd with their own immediate 
interests, If he had the honour of being elected one of their repre- 
sentatives, he should do everything in his power to promote the pros- 
perity of this great city in parliament, and to discharge his duty to 
his constituents. He should advocate every measure that would ad- 
vunce free trade and the commerce of this country. ‘These were the 
principles that had ever influenced him, and such as he should ever 
endeavour to maintain, He should seek to improve all social insti- 
tutions, and to extend the blessings of civil and religious liberty. He 
looked forward with confidence to the result of this election. 

Mr. Alderman Johnson said: Gentlemen, I shall offer no excuse 
for presenting myself as a candidate for your suffrages. I feel that, 
from my long services in the performance of my civic duties, I have 
completely identified myself with your welfare; and from the very 


fact of my long acquaintance with your rights and privileges, I may 


be enabled to render to you eree peig service, Hooh your electing 
give you my fullest assurance 


me one of your representatives. 
that you shall ever find me ready to guard your interests; and I 
pledge myself to one matter SPRE ai that so long as I may be in- 
trusted with the sacred charge, 1 will not permit any of the public

ere Rothschild then came forward to claim their support as a 
free trader, to ask for their votes as a firm advocate of civil and reli- 
gious liberty, and a zealous reformer. My opponents say 1 can- 
not take my seat, I might answer that this is rather my affair than 
theirs ; for after having taken the best advice, I am content to run 


the risk, and feel well assured that as your representative—as the 


representative of the most wealthy, the most important, the most 
intelligent constituency of the world—I shall {not be refused admis- 
sion to parliament on account of any form of words whatever. 
Having stated his opinion on freedom of religion, freedom of trade, 
extension or knowledge, and consequently extension of suffrage, he 
had only to ask the electors fof the city of London to place him in 
such a position as to be able to give efficacy to those opinions which 
were not only his, but he believed to be theirs also, 

Mr. Bevan next addressed the meeting, and was understood to say 
—Geutlemen, at this late hour of the meeting it would show little 


judgment on my part to attempt to detain you with a speech. If 


you do not in any numbers feel with me the importance of pre- 


serving what remains of Protestantism in our constitution, and of 


the paramount duty of seeking the favour and blessing of the true 
God upon all our ways asa nation; if, on the contrary, you think 
these things are only fit subjects for the reveries and disquisitions of 
No- Popery fanatics, and utterly unworthy the attention of enlight- 
ened and liberal minds, in that case I can scarcely expect that you 
will return me to parliament. 

(The impatience of the people appeared to increase as the pro- 
ceedings advanced, and the difficulty of procuring a hearing for the 
speakers became consequently much greater, ) 

Mr. Payne, who was the last of the candidates in addressing 
the electors, said that he was independent of ‘all parties. He 
hoped that those who supported “the government candidates 
would not be at a loss for good places if they succeeded in returning 
their friends to parliament. If returned to parliament he should 
endeavour to amend the law, so as to make it more humane and con- 
genial to the feelings of Englishmen. He would never be the 
champion of religious endowment to the clergy of the Roman Ca- 
tholic Church. 

Mr. Sheriff Challis then came forward, and requested those who 
were in favour of the several candidates to hol up their hands. 
After the names of the various candidates had been announced, the 
sheriff again came forward and declared that the election, by show of 
hands, had fallen upon Lord J. Russell, Mr, Pattison, Sir George 
Larpent, and Baron Lionel de Rothschild, A poll was then de- 
manded on behalf of the other candidates by Mr, Thos.

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A SUMMER VISIT TO OXFORD. 


The British Association for the advancement of science assembled 
this year at Oxford, and the sayings and doings of the learned mem- 
bers of this congress of European savans were duly chronicled by us 
atthe time. Since then, a host of curious correspondents have be- 
sieged us with inquiries relative to the history of this ancient city of 
learning, and not a few visitors have complained of the want they 
had experienced of some concise, yet exact and truthful, guide to the 
numerous objects of interest and places of historical or classical re- 
nown which abound in Oxford. Such indications of a very general 
requisite we felt convinced would be soon followed in these days of 
progress by the appearance of a proper supply, and accordingly we 
find Mr. Parker of Oxford has just published one of the completest 
handbooks for visitors to that city we have seen. Tt is illustrated by 
no less than 100 well-executed woodcuts; and the fine Style of print- 
ing, the excellence of the paper, and the care evinced in the getting 
up of this very convenient volume, forcibly remind the reader of an 
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orthodox origin and an university press. A similar matter of fact and 
scholastic air pervade the contents, which are condensed and arranged 
so as to convey as much information in an effective manner as pos. 
sible, without burdening the attention with extraneous details w ilst 
engaged in examining the various objects of interest of which it fur- 
nishes so admirable an index. A few words of history, but which 
tell the whole tale, are made subservient to the purposes of the hand- 
book ; and whilst natural curiosity as to age of the various buildings, 
the names of founders and principal benefactors, is sufficiently satis- 
fied, the more important part of informing the visitor of everything 
worthy of observation, and with lucid descriptions, is made the prin- 
cipal matter of the book. Such should be the character of every 
work of the kind, and this “ Handbook for Visitors to Oxford” we 
therefore recommend as a model for similar local guides, wherever 
they are required. See with what ease the author has dismissed a 
heavy, lumbering disquisition upon the ancient history of the city, 
where generally, because no authentic records exist, historians 
consider fair ground for the display of speculative reasoning, or gross 
assumption. The reader is told that s=- 
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He must allow ns however to take it for granted that he believes the university 
to be a very old place; so old, indeed, that no one can tell.when there were not 
students residing in it; that so far from Alfred founding it, this was a compa-

The vessels of the ancients were of wonderful magnitude; in par- 
ticular Thro, king of Syracuse, A.C. 467, is said to have possessed 
one (constructed by Archimedes), intended for the sole purpose of 
carrying merchandise; she was 4000 'tons burden. ‘The Egyptians 
at a still earlier period built a ship, which they called the “ Iris,” 180 
feet long, 45 feet broad, and 43 feet in perpendicular height from the 
bottom of the pump well to the upper deck. ‘The inhabitants of 
Alexandria, about a.c. 330, were much noticed on account of the 
immense size of their vessels constructed for merchandise. One of 
the Ptolemies (Philopater), a.c. 246, possessed a very celebrated 
galley, of immense size; a vessel was also built in the reign of Ca- 
ligula, A.D. 40, which foundered in the reign of Claudius, A.p. 50, 
and was irrecoverably lost in the port of Ostia, at the mouth of the 
Tiber; she contained the obelisks of Egypt, with which the Roman 
emperors intended to adorn the capital of Italy: on the wreck was 
built a small tower, like the Pharos of Alexandria,

The Claims of Intellect ; an Appeal to the Constituency of the Empire, 
By William Ray Smee. > ¥ 

Mr. Smee is to be honoured for the sentiments contained in this 
pamphlet. If prophets had all the respect in their own country 
which their sagacity might deserve, he would soon effect a radical 
change in the electioneering system of this country. But he addresses 
men who are deaf to every appeal that touches their immediate pe- 
cuniary interest. ‘The five-pound note ‘in the present has more 
charms for them than the permanent good in the future. So sunk 
are the great’majority of constituenciesjin the mire of corruption that 
we could almost see, without a murmur, the elective franchise restored 
to the wealthy peer at the expense of the ten-pounders. In the old 
borough-mongering days the pure patriot would sometimes send a 
representative to parliament distinguished by high talents and inde- 
pendence of character ; but under the Reform Bill, we only get 
members who have outbid’ their rivals, or who make large promises 
of special services,’ Lord Brougham was ‘not far wrong when 
he said that some law; was necessary to curb electoral cupidity, 
and check the corruption employed by aspirants to senatorial honours, 

As the title of his brochure would indicate, Mr. Smee is urgent 
that those men only should be returned to parliament whose intellec- 


tual powers hold out a hope that they will render true service to the 
country. 


Choose for your representatives (says he) men that are endowed with capacity 
to comprehend the questions that come before them. Choose practical men— 
men who, to an intimate acquaintance with the present, add a knowledge of the 
past. Choose honourable men—men who, in dealing with their fellow-men, 
would scorn not only that which is dishonest, but all that is mean and shabby. 

The humble voters may, however, say, “ It is very important to the upper and 
middle ranks of society that men of intellect should be in the legislature, but it 
matters not to us—we are poor, our fathers were poor — by Jabour they 
lived, by labour we live—and it is our Jot, as it was their lot, only to receive the 
wages necessary for our subsistence. Put whom you will in power, make what 
laws you please, and our condition remains the same.” 

The argument is valueless. Is there no difference between subsistence ob- 
tained by strength overtaxed, by exertion so unremitting that it may almost be 
called perpetual, that moderate labour which benefits the health, supports the 
possessor, and makes all around him cheerful and happy? All men must labour, 
Good or bad laws cannot alter this; but the legislature can make such enact- 
nents, that the mass of the people shall be comfortable and contented. 

The system of perpetual toil, to which our manufacturing population are sub- 
ject, accomplishes nothing. Does it benefit the master ? Certainly not; for 
as he makes cheaper, so he sells. Does it benefit the man ? Certainly not ; for 
excess of labour, with close confinement, damages the constitution, and although 
it may not be seen in the parent, it is too often evidenced in the child. Does it 
extend British commerce? Certainly not; but it compels other nations to adopt 
our system, and be also overworked, Why then was the system commenced, and 
why continued? It was commenced by both master and man for the sake of 
gain, and continued by the master from necessity, and little effort has as yet been 
made by the man to get rid of it. He is careless for whom he votes, Is the 
candidate rich, and will he pay him ? Is the candidate nob‘e, and can he get some 
member of his family a place ? these are the questions that are too frequently 
considered: whether he be an intellectual man, whether he be an honest man, 
are matters of little Import to the voter—they are neither known or thought of, 


This is too true—yet it is not more so than the paragraph which 
follows ;— 


Especially is intellect important at the present time. England, in'common 
with Western Europe, is suffering from a scarcity of food. Should the forth- 
coming harvest not mi tigate the calamity, the whole social relations of the em- 
pire may be endangered, ‘There is nothing more powerful than famine. Want 
of food has overturned ancient dynasties, has destroyed kingdoms. It was the 
immediate cause of the French Revolution. There is, therefore, cause for anx- 
icty; and men acquainted with history must feel the importance of strengthening 
the hands of government. Let, then, no factious opposition be tolerated ; give 
intellect a seat in the national coune:ls 5 place confidence in the government. 


This injunction ought to be cherished by every man in the kingdom 
who boasts a vote. 


Men, Women, and Books. By Leigh Hunt. Smith, Elder, and Co. 


It is a strong sign of the approaching close of a long literary life 
that Mr, Leigh Hunt has begun to collect together the fruits of his 
past labours, and present them to the public. Lt is at once an admis- 
sion that the fountains of original thought are drying up, and that 
the thinker is not afraid of the judgment that will be pronounced 
upon the manner in which he discharged his self-imposed duties to 
Society in giving form and utterance to noble impulses in their fresh. 
ness and conceptions {in their maturity. Mr. Leigh Hunt has 
written much in his time. Sometimes obeying the dictates of an 
exuberant fancy, sometimes yielding to the suggestions of an ardent 
patriotism, and not unfrequently urged by the irresistible necessities 
of the hour, he has poured forth contributions in every possible variety 
of form, always keeping in view the good of his fellow creatures, and 
advocating a course of policy in which the rights of the people were 
freely recognised. T'he ardour of his nature rendered him, perhaps, 
less Scrupulous of the language he employed than suited with the 
official temperature of the hour, and for this he suffered persecutions 
unknown to our freer and happier times; but he may now look back 
upon the days ef suffering with pride and pleasure, for they have 
earned him the sympathy of a liberal government, and with that 
sympathy has come the subs:antial solace of old age, 

Ihe present agreeable volumes appear to contain a portion of those 
labours in which Mr, Hunt most delighted. They are the effusions 
of his lighter and happier moments, when an exuberant fancy could 
be ailowed full play, and he could hold uodisturbed communion with 
his favourite authors. If not broadly humorous, there js a playful- 
ness of satire about his personal and descriptive sketches which must 
have rendered them very palatable to the magazine readers of bygone 
years, They are only now diminished in value by the taste that has 
sprung up for a strong and pungent drollery. But the sober out- 
pourings—the elegant criticisms and tasteful disquisitions—have an 
enduring value, and must make “ Men, Women, and Books” a fa- 
vourite companion long after the hand which penned the volumes 
has ceased to instruct aud entertain mankind. From these portions 
of the work we could quote copiously if our space would let us, but 
we are cruelly pinched—driven into corners by splendid wood-blocks, 
whose pre-eminence? we are compelled to! admitf; crippled and 
fettered by brilliant illustrations of the striking incidents of the 
hour. Sill, we will make an effort to squeeze in one nice passage, 
aoe nothing comes more pat than these observations on the female 
Mair;

So 
entirely do we agree with him, so much do we think that the sentiment of any- 
thing beautiful, even where the real beauty is wanting, is the best part of it, that 
we prefer the help of artificial hair to an ungraceful want of it... V e do not wish 
to be deceived. We should like to know that the hair was artificial, or at least 
that the wearer was above disguising the fact. This would show her worthy of 
being allowed it. We remember, when abroad, a lady of quality, an English- 
woman, whose beauty was admired by all Florence; but never did it appear to 
us 80 admirable, as when she observed one day, that the tinglets that h 
under her cap were not her own. Here, thought we, it is not 
beauty ; itis truth, Here is a woman who knows that there is a beauty in hair 
beyond the material of it, or the price of being thought to possess it. Oh, wits 
of Queen Anne’s day, see what it is to live in an age of sentiment, instead of your 
mere periwigs, and reds and whites !—The first step in taste is to dislike ali 
artifice; the next is to demand nature in her perfection; but the best of all is to 
find out the hidden beauty, which is the soul of beauty itself, to wit, the sentiment 
ofit. The loveliest hair is nothing, if the wearer is incapable of a grace, The 
finest eyes are not fine, if they say nothing. Whatis the finest harp to us, strung 
with gold, and adorned with a figure of Venus, if it answer with a discordant 
note, and hath no chords in it fit to be wakened ? Long live, therefore, say we, 
lovely natural locks at five-and-twenty, and lovely artiticial locks, if they must 
be resorted to, at five-and-thirty or forty. Let the harp be new strung, if the 
frame warrant it, and the sounding-board hath a delicate utterance. A woman 
oltaste should no more scruple to resort to such helps at one age, than she 
would consent to resort to them at an age when no such locks exist in nature. 
Till then let her not cease to help herself to a plentitul supply. ‘The spirit in 
which it is worn gives the right to wear it, Affectation and pretension spoil 
everything: sentiment and simplicity warrant it. Above all things, cleanliness, 
This should be the motto of personal beauty, Let a woman keep what hair she 
has clean, andj she may adorn or increase it as she pleases, Oil, for example, is 
two different things on clean hair and unclean, On the one, it is but an aggra- 
vation of the dirt : to the other, if not moist enough by nature, it may add a rea- 
sonable grace. ‘I'he best, however, is undoubtedly that which can most dispense 
with it. A lover is a little startled, when he finds the paper, in which a lock of 
hair has been enclosed, stained and spotted as it it had Wrapped a cheesecake, 
Ladies, when about to give away lacks, may as well omit the oil that time, and 
be content with the washing. If they argue that it will not look so glossy in 
those eyes in which they desire it to shine most, let them own as much to the 
favoured person, and he will never look at it but their cardour shall give it a 
double lustre.
